A “ROUTINE” CHANGE | 


Much has been said about 
the impending change in: the 


“governorship” of Canton but few. 


people seem to havé. realised its 
significance. _ At the outset, 
emphasis has to be laid on the 
fact that the change is unlike 
many of the past. It might be 
called a‘ routine change in per- 
sonnel. General Chan. Ming-shu 
(or Chen Min-chu as he is known 
in the North) is to assume office 
shortly as chairman of the Gov- 
ernment of Kwangtung province, 
which post Marshal Li Chai-sum 
has resigned. In effect, the chair- 
man of the Provincial . Govern- 
ment directs the civil administra- 
tion of Kwangtung; but there is 
a higher body. A branch of the 


Central “Political ‘Council of the | 


National Barty functions in Can- 
ton, and! Marshal Li remains as 
chairman of this body. Marshal 
Li will, therefore, continue - to 
have the most say in the branch 
Political. Council which, in ‘turn, 
lays ‘down the . law. to the. : Pro- 
vineial Government.

WHAT - € CHINESE

THE ELUSIVE CHAN 


Farther evidence was taken by 
Mr. BR, E. Lindsel! at the Central 
Magistracy yesterday, in the case 
in which a“number of Chinege 
men and women are charged with 
conspiracy and:other offences in 
connection with. the recent dis- 
covery ‘of a large quantity. .of 
forged $60 (1923 issue) bank- 
notes. ‘of the Hong Kong and 
Shanghai Banking Corporation, 
which all the accused were alleged 
to -have ‘attempted to utter in 
Hong Kong. After. the arrest of 
the accused, two of their number 
leq police investigators to Jar- 
dine’s-bazaar and pointed’ out the 
hiding place of 40 of the fosged 
notes: wrapped in Chinese news- 
paper. and -tucked. underneath a 
pile of wood, on a piece of ground 
where_a, building is in the course 
of” construction. 

The first five accused were re. 
presented by Mr. F. H, Loseby, 
whilst Mr. Leo d’Almada, senior, 
appeared for the eighth. man.

(No. 12 accused) reported to the 
Magiatrate that he’ had received 
no further instructions. 

Detective's Evidence

The detective aranged to pur- 
chase ‘forged notes to the face 
value of $4,000 and agreed td pay 
$2,000.
